Doyle's Bonds Subjected to the 
Test of the Treasury 
Crucible, 


And All Are Declared to Be Coun- 
terfeit by the Experts. 


Three Murders in Danville, Va., in 
One Brief Night.

DOYLE’S COUNTERFEITS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasuinoron, D. C., Oct. 26.— That won't do. 
We should never pass that here,” said Mr.

Department, after be had hastily glanced at one 
of the counterfeit bonds tound upon J. B. Doyle 
at Chicago, which reached bere this afternoon. 
“ The signatures are not genuine.” 

John Oliphant and Perkins never made their 
Official signatures in that manner,” said the head 
of the Registers office of the Treasury after 
he had looked at the bond fora moment, witb- 
out examining it with a micrescope, and then 


, the detailed examination of the differences 


between the counterfeit and the original bond 
began. Castilar, the chief engraver in the Gov- 
ernment service and the leader of his profession 
in the United States, is absent, so that his opin- 
ion could not be obtained; but the leading ex- 
perts, through whose hands all the millions 
of United States securities pass, and upon 
‘whose authority they are paid, examined the 
bonds in turn. Thoy all agreed they were coun- 
terfeit,and that the imitations of the written 
signatures and initials were poor, but that the 
engraver’s work was most extraordinarily well 
done, and calculated to deceive any one not in- 
timately familiar with the details of all the 


bonds. 
THE RESULT OF THE EXAMINATION 

of the differences between the genuine and the 
counterfeit bonds may be thus summarized: 
The counterteit plate is nearly one-eighth of an 
inch wider than the genuine. This can easily be 
determined by carefully folding the engraved 
margins of the bonds. The engraving af the 
bead of Chase is coarser. The nostrils are more 
compressed, and the crown of the forehead is 
narrower. The serial number on the right 
hand of the bond, in blue ink, has 
larger figures than are in the genuine, 
and the ink is very much fresher and 
lighter blue. This is true in every case, and the 
experts state that it indicates that the counter- 
feit bonds bave been much more recently 
printed than the genuine. Indeed, the general 
appearance of the counterfeit bonds is much 
newer and fresher than that of the genuine. 
The imprinted Treasury Department seal, with 
the Latin inscription upon it, and the coat-of- 
arms of the Treasury is badly executed. This 
imprinted seal, which in the genuine bonds is in 
the contre of the lower part of the bonds, and

PRIDED HIMSELF UPON HIS SIGNATURE, 
which was made with a peculiar graceful swing- 
ing motion. Those who worked at desks beside 
him in the Treasury here say that he always 
made the signature without lifting the pen. The 
signature was a succession of graceful loops and 
curves. There never was a line in it, and 
the loops of the upper and lower part of the 
“J” always exactly met, and were never inter- 

In the counterfeit bonds, however, the 
lower and upper loop almost invariably cross 
each other. 

The Treasury Department, therefore, could 
not have been deceived in buying any of these 
bonds, although some of the Assistant-Treasur- 
ers and Sub- urers throughout the coun- 
try may not have been 80 expert in 
the signatures. If they have purchased any 
of these bonds, however, the loss will be theirs, 
unless or are relieved by Congress. This prin- 
ciple was decided by the United States Supreme 
Courtin the matter of the 17.30 notes. Those 
were received at the Treasu from the Sub- 
Treasurer in New York, Van Dike. 

THE FACT THAT THEY WERE COUNTERFEITS 
was discovered here. The Treasury refused to 
uccept them, returned them to Van Dike, and 
kept the amount charged to him on the books. 
This amount stood against him until be 
was relieved of the obligation by 

the judgement 

the persons from whom he 

bunds originally came. The United States Su- 
preme Court held in that case that all Depart- 
mentsof the Treasury must be considered in 
such transactions as one person, and that while 
it is true that an individual who passes a forged 
note of his own must suffer the loss, as he is pre- 
sumed to know his own signature, the machinery 
of the Treasury Department must be taken as a 
unit, and that if any one officer passes a bond as 
nuine, and then subsequently discovered be- 
ore it is passed by all the accounting officers that 
itis fraudulent, the Goverument can recover 
from the person who presented the note, and can 
hoid its own officer responsible for having taken 


it. 

The Treasury officials do not think that many 
of these bonds have been put upon the market. 
Some of them may have been. and there are 
suspicions that the currency found upon the 
person of Doyle may have been the proceeds of 
a few of these bonds. At all events, the cur- 
rency which was received from Chicago to-day 
with the bonds was 

FOUND TO BE GENUINE, 

and was returned to Chicago. The counterfeit 
bonds appear to have bad the coupons cut off. 
and it was conceded at the Treasury that 
it would be . much easier to pass 
the coupons than thé bonds, as there 
are no signatures in writing upon the coupons. 
No duplicate coupons have as yet been pre- 
sen to the knowledge of the Treasury officers, 
and if any are presented they will be a loss to 
the holders, as the checks against the payment 
of duplicate coupons are meee strict. A very 
few of them might be paid by the Sub-Treasurers 
before it was detected at Washington, but the 
fact of the double payment would be discovered 
as soon as the coupons reached the Register of 
the Treasury in the course of the regular monthly 
settiements.

THE BOLDNESS OF THE FORGERY. 

The full measure of the forgery of the so- 
called Garfield letter on the Ch question 
can only be appreciated by tak into: eon- 
sideration the surrounding cifcumstances.

THE SITUATION IN GREECE. 

The accession to power of a new Ministry in 
Greece is a significant indication of the 
popular feeling in that country with regard 
to ite relations to Turkey ahd thé fortheom- 
ing struggle with that Power. The old Min- 
istry, in which M. Trieoupis was President 
of the Council, was by no means averse to 
the extension of Greek authority inte Thes- 
saly and Epirus, but it wished to secure the 
new territory by diplomatic negotiation. 
The new Ministry, in whith M. Com- 
oundouros is President of the Council 
and Minister of Foreign Affairs, is not 
satisfied with the slow process. -a proc- 
ess, as experience has shown, more than 
ever slow and uncertain when Turkey is a 
party to the proceeding, It is a war Minis- 
try, and the new President of the Council is 
not only in favor of taking the territory by 
force, but also of bringing about popular up- 
risings in Thessaly and Epirus, if Turkey 
fails to proniptly code the territory promised 
to Greece by the Berlin Treaty and now re- 
demanded by the Powers. In this respect, 
the attitude of the new Ministry reflects the 
spirit of the people, and since lis ad vent into 
power the whole country appears to have 
risen in arms, and is waiting with impatience 
the signal to take the field. 

What the Greeks may lack in numbers 
they make tp in spirit. rrespondents 
from Athens represent that whole co un- 
try is in aferment. Every or away on 
leave has been ordered to return to his vessel. 
Every ship in the navy, though ft is a small 
fleet compared with what it was a few years 
ago, is being placed in order for immediate 
service. The army is a small one, but itis 
being placed upon an effective footing as 
rapidly as possible. The cavalry and artillery 
are being provided with freeh horses, and the 
infantry with new and improved arms. The 
people are making every sacrifice to increase 
the strength of the army and to provide it 
with the best of munitions and implements. 
According to a military correspondent of 
the Grene-Post, the new army numbers 30 
battalions of soldiers of the line and tirail- 
leurs (38,000), 720 horses and 8,000 mules, 
two cavalry regiments with 1,008 men and 
960 horses, three divisions of artillery with 
2,500 men, 1,176 horses, 1,000 mules, and 84 
canhon, and two battalions of engineers with 
2,078 men ahd 18 horses. It is expected that 
in a short time the total strength of the army 
will be inereased to 60,000 men, which, added 
to the reserve and National Guard, will bring 
the fighting population of Greece to 114,656 
men. If this were an experienced army, 
well drilled and accustomed to the field, it 
would march into the new territory with 
évery prospect of success; but fully one-half 
of these troops are raw and untried soldiers, 
and could make no headway against veteran 
troops like those in the Turkish service. If 
the enemies Greece is to encounter In the 
new territory were only Albanians there 
would be little doubt of her success, 
especially as that territory is filled with 
Greeks who are anxiously awaiting the com- 
ing of their friends; and the Grecian occupa- 
tion of Corfu would give them a position 
of immense strategie importance in land- 
ing troops. As against the Albanians alone, 
there is every prospect that Greece would 
suceeed, especially as it is only the Southern 
Albanians that would be likely to meet 
her troops, the Northern Albanians having 
all they can do to prevent the encroachments 
of the Montenegrins. The issue of the com- 
ing struggle, therefore, depends almost en- 
tirely upon the action of the treaty Powers. 
They, in conference assembled, have given 
certain provinces to Greece. When the 
time comes for Greece to o¢tupy them, 
will they allow Turkey to interfere and 
thwart their will? If théy are resolved to 
go forward in concert and compel the ob- 
servauce of the treaty, by force if necessary, 
ten Greece will secure her rights. If they 
are not agreed, however, and war arises be- 
tween Greece and Turkey, the small claim of 
the former may be entirely forgotten in the 
greater struggle that may break out between 
the Powers themseives,—a consummation 
which it is evident from every step taken by 
Turkey she anticipates.

THE WORK OF CONVERTING TOE SUBJECTS 
of foreign Kings, Emperors, or other potentates 
into citizens of the Great Republic is being very 
briskly carried on in all the courts of the city. 
At the Criminal Court, and in the County- Build- 
ing, and in the Superior Court, the Republican 
vote is being swelled daily by the naturalization 
of foreigners and, in the Circuit Court, votes for 
Hancock are being created in like manner, the 
Democratic headquarters sending their aliens 

there in preference to any other place. 

In order the work cf the courts may not 
be impeded by the rush of the seekers for citi- 
zens’ rights some of the Judges of the Superior 
and Circuit Courts have been holding night ses- 
sions, at which the second papers have been is- 
sued to those desiring them; and to-night the 
County Court, on the corner of North Dearborn 
and Michigan streets, will do likewise. 

A TRIBUNE reporter yesterday evening visited 
the Court-House, on the corner of Adams and 
La Sale strectg, where be found Judges Jame- 
son and Moran, of the Superior Uourt, and Judge 
Barnum, of the Circuit Court, busily at work 
passing upon the rights of the applicants for 
naturalization. The corridors of the Court- 
House were well filled with applicants and their 
witnesses, and the spaces opposit the doors of 
the Clerks’ offices were crowded. 

A proper care was taken in investigating the 
claim of each applicant, and yet the operations 
were conducted with a celerity whtch kept the 
clerical forces in the Court Clerk's office on the 
jump all evening long.

CREATION OF VOTES IS ACCOMPLISHED: 

Enter into the court-room a batch of a dozen 
or so would-be citizens each accom led by a 
witness. These the urbane Bailiff politely waves 
to seats placed for their reception, and as soon 
as the inevitable individual (of course a Demo- 
crat) who persists in k ing his hat on in Court 
bas been made to rem it, the bateh are or- 
dered to rise, and two dozen hands rise up to 
Heaven, while the Minute Clerk,Awith due 
solemuity, adi ters the Vath: . 

Fou d f —you—solemnly—swear— 
that—you—w e— answer—make—to—such 
—«juestions—as—are—put—unto—you—touching 
—these— applicauons—to—be — made — citizens; 
—So—help—you—God!” 

The vath administered, an applicant and his 
witness approach dnd are examined by the Judge, 
whose usual formula is: 

Was this paper (the first one, containing the 
declaration of intention) taken out by you?” 

How long have you lived in this country and 
in the State of Illinois?” 

Satisfactory answers being given by the ap- 
plicant, his witness is subjected to an examina- 
tion, the essential points in which are whether 
he knows the applicant to have lived in the 
country for over five years and whether he jis a 
man of good moral character. ese facts be- 
aug properly attested, the applicant is handed 
ever to the Minute Clerk, who admin- 
isters the final vath in which the applicant 
bids a political good-by to een Vic., 
Emperor William or Joseph, * Louis, 
or Umberto, or Kalakaua, resident 
Grévy or Diaz, or other foreign potentate,”’ and 
shakes hands, througu the mediumship of the 
County Clerk who stamps his papers and 
charges him $2, with Uncle Sam, cementing a 
frieudship with that warmbearted monarch 
much more intimate and satisfactory than that 
which he has just summarily disearded. 

Occasionally sowe interesting, even amusing, 
incidents arise during the progress of the whole- 
ene issue of naturalization papers.

due, unless such laborer, miner, mechanic, or 
other workman, of his own accord, without com- 
pulsion or trom fear of loss of employment, de- 
sires to and does enter into a written contract 
with the person, firm, or corporation „ 
him to receive as wages a given amount o 
goods or supplies, the kind, price, and amount 
thereof to be specifically described in such con- 
tract at the time of or prior to his engaging in 
such employment.’

Duont xx, Oct. .— Ireland has not been in such 
an excited state for many years, and Dublin, 
which was slow to action, is now roused with the 
expectation of a stirring winter. All 
feel N | is on the eve 
ot a grave crisis. The agitation 
has become more than an agitation. It is an open 
social revolt against a movement to crush the 
ruling class of Ireland by intimidation and 
force. There is nothing to be compared with 
it since the French Revolution. The 
prosecutions are only intensifying the 
bitter feeling of the agitators, and 
drawing to their side many who have hither- 
to disapproved of their course. Messrs. F. 8. 
O'Donnell and Justin McCarthy, members of 
Parliament, to-day applied for membership in 
the Leue on account of the prosecutions. It 
is also rumored that Mr. Shaw will resign from 
the Lang Commission for the same reason. 

NO ONE BELIEVES 

for an instant that the prosecutions will be suc- 
cessful. A disagreement is confidently antici- 
pated. The excitement among the members of 
the League is not to be exaggerated. Their 

since the prosecutions were threat- 
ened have been tierce and violent, char- 
acterized by intense hatréd and contempt for the 
Government and the landiords. Mr. Forster, 
who was once very friendly with Mr. Parnell, is 
now bitterly denounced, and nicknamed “ Buck- 
shot Forster.”

A SUGGESTION. 
THE SCIENTIFIC USE OF BOTTLES AT GEA. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 

CaIcaao, Oct. 26.—In connection with the de- 
struction of vessels,as in the case of the Al- 
pena, I would state that, about forty years ago, 
in crossing the Atlantic, a passenger wrote a 
letter and put it in a bottle, sealing it. The 
bottle was picked up after three years at a 
point several thousand miles distant from where 
it was dropped and forwarded to its destina- 
tion in Scotland. Afterwards the letter, with 
the comments of the press thereon, was for- 
warded to this country, and is now in this city. 
I suggest that there be used On steamers carry- 
ing passengers bottles about the size of pop- 
bottles. formed after the pattern of au egg. with 
a patent stopper always ready to shut a neck 
on the small end. The botties should be made 
strong, and of a color in direct contrast with the 
color of the water, and have the name of the 
vessel blown in the giass. Each should contain 
cards and pencil inside, with the name of the 
vessel on the cards also. These to be placed on 
convenient racks, in proper number, in all state- 
rooms or other quarters. in easy reach. All 
would not have the presence of mind to use 
them, but many would, and the fate of a vessel 
might be thus collectively or individually 
known.

THE DISASTER RECORD. 
PROBABLY LOST. 

Now that the fleet of sail-vessels scattered in 
the late storm have all had an opportunity to 
report and make their wnereabouts known. the 
missing ones can be determined with a consider- 
able degree of accuracy. As faras known, 
three have failed to put in an appearance, all 
on this lake. Foremost ju the lst is the schooner 
Arcturus, owned and commanded by Capt. 
Cheyne, of Mitwaukee. The Arcturus left Mil- 
waukee on the 15th for some point ig Green 
Bay, to load with wood. 

Another vessel of the Lake Michigan fleet en- 
gaged in the wood and lumber trade that has 
not been heard from is the scow Emma Leigh- 
ton, also hailing from Milwaukee. She carried 
a crew of five men. The Emma Leighton was 
built at Port Huron by F. C. Leighton in 1867, 
ra B2, and may have been worth about 
$1,200. Her measurement is given in the regis- 
ter as cighty-two tons. 

The third missing vessel of the Lake Michigan 
fleet is the schooner George W. Wescott, owned 
W. 8. Marshall, of Kenosha. She cleared from 
Kenosha for Frankfort on the 15th, the day be- 
fore the storm, and up to latest advices had — 
reached her destination? The Wescott also 
carried a crew of ve men. Sue was built at 
South Harbor by S. Reed, Jr., in 1863, was largely 
repaired in 1876, rated B I. and had a valuation 
of about $2,000. Capt. Read commanded her. 

THE TUG L&ATHAM. 

The tug John Leatham, whose stranding at 
Whitefish Bay on the west shore of Lake Michi- 

u was announced yesterday, lies ona sandy 

in four feet of water. When last heard 
from, on Monday. a heavy southeast sea was 
breaking over her. Thetugis owned by Scho- 
field & Co., of Sturgeon Bay, and insured for

net cover a wrecking privilege, and as the tug 
was enga in an effurt to release the schooner 
City of Woodstock by dredging a channel to her 
when she stranded, the insurance is nullified.
